Mystery in “Gift” of 
County Committee, 


BY WILLIAM LAWSON, 
Another batch of Harry F. Sinclair’s 
Continental Trading company Liberty 
bonds -was turned up yesterday by 
the senate’s Teapot Dome investiga- 
tors in the bank account of Bernard 
A. Eckhart, Chicago millionaire. Thus 
was revealed one more “ disguised” 
contributor to the Republican national 
committee’s 1922 fund collected to pay

DISREGARD FOR Rk THE

- Mareb 15 has come and gone without a law to 
continue the present supervisory powers of the 
radio commission.

radio law by March 15 is, of itself, of no great con- 
sequence, in view of Secretary Hoover’s announced 
policy of moving slowly so long as the status of 
radio contre] remains in doubt.
